Up to now, the full account of the 
miraculous escape of the Dalai Lama 
has not been told in the U.S.—how a 
sandstorm made him invisible when 
he stole past his Red guards. Here 
the exclusive story is set down by 
one of the few Westerners who know 
the Dalai Lama intimately, an Austri- 
an Alpinist named Heinrich Harrer. 
Fleeing British internment in India in 
World War Il, Harrer reached Tibet and 
became the Dalai Lama's tutor.

show,” the people feared they meant to kidnap 
him. To prevent harm befalling him, the com- 
mon folk had virtually besieged the god-king’s 
summer palace, the Norbulingka in Lhasa. 

In this dangerous crisis the 600 members of 
the National Assembly were called to the Nor- 
bulingka on the first day of the second month 
of the Tibetan Earth-Pig Ye 

This fortunately coincided with a religious 
val when many monks and officials would 
he expected to pay homage to the Dalai Lama. 
So the ¢ were not surprised when more 
visitors than usual arrived at the Norbulingka. 
National Assembly consi 
of all the big monasteries, national 
organizations, nobility, craftsmen and com- 
moner For six long days, from April 11 to 

, the assembly met and debated, Nearly all 
jes toask the Dalai Lama to flee, A few he 
itated to take such a drastic step. 

Meanwhile, word had leaked out to the people 
that the assembly was meeting and anxiety in: 
creased as no member of the assembly er 1 
from behind the 10-1 crowd 
of Tibetans already gathered around the Nor- 
bulingka began to swell as the hours and days 
went by. It had reached about 15,000 including 
many women and childre1 n who stayed day and 
ight, preventing any e from entering. 
‘Then the Chinese made a foolish error. 

They lobbed two shells into the Jewel Gar- 
dens. One fell into an ornamental pond and 
the other burst against a wall inside the com- 
pound. That stupid act immediately made up 
the minds of the waverers. The assembly de- 
cided unanimously that the Dalai Lama must 
be asked to flee. A delegation of 12, consisting 
ight cabinet ministers, the prime abbot of 
and the three abbots representing the 
“Big Pillars of the State” (the three biggest 
monasteries), went to the Dalai Lama. 

The Dalai Lama, whom I know to be a very

courageous man, hesitated at first but this was 
merely a formal hesitation to demonstrate that 
he did not wish to flee to save his own life but 
only if by doing so he could help his peo- 
ple. (This initial and purely formal hesitation 
seems to have been misunderstood by the Chi- 
nese who are using it to claim that the Dalai 
Lama fled under duress.) 

The old men then fell to the ground at 


god-king’s feet, begging him to flee. “Please 
at once before it is too late,” they begged. 
He smiled then and said: is the wish 


of all of you I will go.” 

At this moment the sun was shining bright- 
ly on Norbulingka and it was agreed that the 
escape could not take place until darkness. But 
already the great sandstorm was on the way. 
Within half an hour the Norbulingka was 
wrapped in an impenetrable cloud of dust. 

These sandstorms in Lhasa obliterate every- 
thing, You must close your eyes to avoid being 
blinded, You close your lips tight shut, yet 
still the sand gets into your teeth. When you 
are caught in such a storm you must just wrap 
your mantle right around you, covering your 
face and head and wait for it to pass. 

This is what the Chinese soldiers, in their 
garrison, only 200 yards from the walls, must 
have done as the god-king moved invi 
h them dressed as a humble

Already the commander of the fiercely loyal 
Tensung Khamba regiment had been alerted. 
He placed his men in small strategic groups 
between the summer palace and the river. One 
battalion had orders to form a diversionary 
group to draw off the Chinese fire should the 
Chinese discover that the Dalai Lama had fled. 

Once through the south gate the Dalai Lama 
and his three attendants walked through the 
storm to the dried-up bed of the tributary of 
the River Kyi Chu which skirts the south side 
of the Norbulingka. 

The Chinese were camped all around, but 
thanks to the sandstorm, not one spotted the 
god-king. He walked on and, boarding a public 
ferry, crossed the wide River Kyi Chu with a 
score of ordinary passengers. Once across the 
river the Dalai Lama's party found horses wait- 
ing and were able to ride quickly away into 
the night. 

For several hours in groups of four and five, 
the escape party made use of this public ferry, 
then mounted horses and rode off in the di- 
rection of Sherong where it had been arranged 
they would reassemble. All went so well that 
by midnight the bulk of the party had arrived 
at Sherong. In addition to the Dalai Lama 
and his family, the party was made up of 35 
noblemen, ministers and officials, 30 sery-

as well as leaders from Asia’s underdeveloped nations, and

Accompanying this theme of responsibility was a general at- 
mosphere of ebullience, reflecting an awareness of the growir 
success of sound economic policie zest single delega- 
tions, from Japan and Germany, testified to the swift 


ble currencies and rising foreign reserves. France, so long the 
inflation invalid of Europe, has at last tightened its belt to ere- 
ate the stability necessary before its intrinsic wealth ean pro- 
duce results. England, having already enforced austerity 
basking in a budget surplus which has just yielded a 6% tax cut. 
Free Austria, which has pursued a sound money policy from the 
outset, not only has enjoyed three tax cuts but has seen the 
government's revenues grow despite them, through flourishing 
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business. Europe is moving impressively toward economic uni- 
ty. through the Common Market and other reforms. 

Ironically it is the U.S.—-whose benefactions in foreign aid 
have contributed much to these recoveries—which stands out 
as a big exception to Western health. It has managed, through 
piling deficit on deficit, to create both inflation and unemploy- 
ment. Now even the soundness of the dollar is beginning to be 
questioned abroad, Among the ICC business leaders a common 
joke—more than half-serious—was this: “Our currency has be- 
come sounder than the dollar.” 

Actually, in the past year. there has been a flight from the 
dollar in the form of a $2.2 billion drop in our gold reserves 
caused by foreigners swapping dollars for gold. The head of a 
Zurich bank recently wagered the chairman of our Federal Re- 
serve Board that the U.S. would have to devalue the dollar with- 
in three years, There is even some talk, not taken very se- 
riously, that the Soviets, producing some $600 million of gold 
a year, may make the ruble convertible in gold and launch a 
“ruble war” on the dollar. 

‘The dollar's diminishing prestige and the U.S. y 
practices might well serve as the target of the policy statement 
issued by the ICC's executive committee. 

“A steady and maintainable growth with stable prices. 
clared the committee, “will achieve higher standards of living in 
the long run than boom-and-bust expansion or than r 
tems of allocation, price control and restriction of consumer 
cho h aim at temporarily suppressing the symptoms of 
inflation, . . . It is not difficult to achieve a certain economic 
expansion in the short run at the cost of inflation or to secure 
stability of prices at the cost of unemployment and industrial 
stagnation. But to achieve rapid expansion with stable prices is 
undoubtedly very difficult under modern political conditions.” 
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TAX CHANGE AND MORE INCOME 
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‘There is a way for the L 
and with a stable dollar. That way lies in a the 
form of our erazy-quilt, grossly unfair federal tax structure. It 
is a complex subject, one which is as likely to arouse a yawn 
among the voters as it is to stir furious lethargy among con- 
gressmen who have vested interests that don’t wish to be dis 
turbed, We are glad that Congressman Wilbur Mills. chair 
of the Ways and Means Committee. is one 
tively investigating needed tax reforms. And it is high time the 
citizens got interested, too, for if the job is done right it can 
mean, eventually, higher incomes and lower taxes for everybody. 

Fortune, which has given this subject intensive study in its 
March and May issues, proposes a series of reforms which are 
far-reaching, and would be tough blows to certain groups now 
enjoying special tax privileges or subsidies. For example. it would 
end the tax exemption on interest payments and local taxes. as 
being, in effect, hidden subsidies to property owners and hid- 
den taxes on renters. It would end the joint-income provision 
which benefits married people at the expense of the unmarried, 
It would attack the tax preference 
insurance companies and savings banks. It would provide with- 
holding on dividends and bank interest to catch a lot of 
now unreported by thousands of stockowners and bank depos- 
itors. It would limit the depletion allowance on oil wells. ete. 
to the amount of money initially invested. In return for these 
and other sacrifices, the groups affected would get a tax program 
equitable to all—and a growing economy. 

‘The most important reform would be to adjust the “ 
rich” philosophy of a poorer day by lowering to 60% (it is now 
91%) the maximum amounts the government can take from 
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given to cooperatives. life 
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any taxable income, and scaling down the intermediate rates to 
the basic 20% which starts at $2,000. This would add growth 
to the economy by giving our ablest citizens greater incen- 
tives to start new enterprises and work harder for gi 
wards. All these reforms could help give such a spur to the 
economy, says Forrune, that tax yields could increase $16 bil- 
lion by 1965 and make it possible to cut the present 20% basic 
rate to 10%. 

The cynical will tell you that no such tax reform can ever 
be got through Congress, because each vested interest which 
would be pinched has a powerful lobby. The same cynics say we 
can never repeal the disgraceful farm subsidies, which could 
bring us a $5 billion saving right away (Lire, April 20). But the 
people, if they learn the issues and find their voice, can bring 
both about. Both are needed if the decline of the dollar is to be 
halted and if the nation is to stop paying its bills with inflation- 
ary debt.

Anderson's warning was well enough in its way. But it would 
come with better grace if he were following his words with 
some concrete deeds towards getting tax reform under way. Nel- 
son Rockefeller proved in New York that it can be both good 
government and good politics to make the state pay its way, even 
if it raised taxes at the start. But, except for fleeting references 
by Eisenhower and Nixon, the Administration has been silent 
on tax reform.

CAPTIVE SOLDIER taken prisoner by the Sioux

of him lay torture and death. Many soldiers, in a 
battle with Indians, tried to save their last car- 
tridge for themselves, preferring death to capture. 


The great movement westward had leap- 
frogged the country, opening the plains 
but passing through them to reach the lush 
valleys of Oregon and California. Califor- 
nia’s gold turned the migration into a fran- 
tic scramble, told by Lire last week in Part 
IV of its series on “‘How the West Was 
Won.” Now, in the 1860s, the vast land 
between the Mississippi and the mountains 
was filling up. Now began the days for 
which the West will be forever best remem- 
bered: the West of cowboys and Indians. 

Up from Texas in bellowing billows of 
dust came the great herds of longhorns, 
bound for the storied cowtowns of Abi- 
lene, Wichita, Dodge City—or driving be- 
yond them to find new ranges in the plains 
country from Nebraska to Montana. With 
the herds rode a new breed of man: the 
cowboy, who fought heat, loneliness—and 
Indians who thought, not illogically, that

the land was theirs. Pushing westward, the 
homesteaders flocked to farm the rich soil 
beyond the Mississippi in the Nebraska 

id Dakota Territories. 

The Indians liked none of it. At first, as 
the settlers passed through, the Indians 
(most of them) had kept a kind of peace, 
accepting the white man’s money and his 
goods, signing treaties that apportioned 
the land. Now the Indians watched the 
white man slaughter the buffalo, drank the 
white man’s whisky and blamed him for 
its wild consequences, died by the thou- 
sands of smallpox and other of his diseases. 
Confined, many of them, to reservations, 
the Indians watched the whites push ahead 
with cow and plow. Too clearly, the Indi- 
ans read the signs that spelled their extinc- 
tion, and—cheated, confined, hungry— 
they struck back. In Minnesota, with a 
hideous slaughter, the Indian Wars began.

he First Bloody Uprising 


Minnesota in 1862 was well settled and seem- 
ingly peaceful. Yet here the Indian Wars be- 
gan, with the bloodiest of all the massacres— 
a slaughter obscured by the larger slaughters 
taking place at Bull Run and Antietam. The 
Minnesota land had belonged to the eastern 
Sioux, who now were settled on a reservation 
drawing $9 a year each for the lands they had 
ceded. Many were friendly with the settlers, 
but many were unhappy. Their money was 
often seized by greedy traders in payment of 
nonexistent debts. Impoverished, their hunt- 
ing lands planted to white man’s wheat, the 
Sioux were hungry. They now knew they had 
sold out too cheaply. 

The human catastrophe which these griev- 
ances brought on was recorded soon after- 
ward by a Minnesota artist named John Ste- 
vens, who interviewed dozens of eyewitnesses.

The Sioux uprising began almost by chance, 
when four braves, on a dare, murdered five 
whites. At a hurriedly called tribal meeting, 
young zealots cried for all-out revolt and won 
over their reluctant chiefs. 

The next day Sioux braves fanned through 
the valley, falling on isolated settlers. Men 
were scalped, children clubbed to death, wom- 
en raped and slain or taken captive. So sud- 
den was the attack that 400 settlers (but only 
one Indian) died that day 

Troops dispatched from St. Paul moved so 
slowly that newspapers termed the command- 
er, Colonel Henry Sibley, **the state undertak- 
The Sioux ringleaders fled after two mi- 
nor brushes with the troops. After five ghastly 
weeks, the uprising was over. Sibley hanged 38 
Sioux (next page) but 800 settlers had died and 
hundreds more would bear scars all their days.

Peace returned to Minnesota, but the conta- 
gion of Indian revolt spread west. There were 
small, hit-and-run attacks on the wagon trains. 
Then in 1864 U.S. soldiers slaughtered 300 
friendly Indians at Sand Creek, Colo. Chey- 
ennes, Arapahoes and the western Sioux joined 
forces and pledged a war of retaliation. In 
the Powder River country of Montana, hos- 
tile Indians under a spectacular Sioux chiet 
named Sitting Bull harried 2,000 cavalrymen 
into retreat. 

Far from these realities, Congress in 1865 
decreed a peace policy. Treaties were signed, 
reservations established. Some Indians settled 
down, but the raids continued and by 1875 
Indians and soldiers had met in 200 pitched 
battles, many of which the Indians won. 

Then gold was found in the Black Hills of 
South Dakota—on the Sioux reservation. The 
prospectors swarmed in, The Sioux refused to 
sell their lands and attacked the invaders. A 
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Last Stand 


major U.S, force then marched toward Sitting 
Bull and his men, camped near the Little Big~ 
horn and Rosebud riv 
General Alfred H. Terry, planning an all- 
out battle, commanded Lieut. Colonel George 
Armstrong Custer and his 7th Cavalry Regi- 
ment to circle and attack the rear. Custer, a 
hero but a rash and sometimes insubordinate 
officer, got into position a day ahead of sched- 
ule. Instead of waiting for Terry’s main force 
to go into action, he divided his own troops 
and struck, He evidently did not know that 
Sitting Bull had nearly 3,500 men. Cut off 
from his own supporting unit, outnumbered 
10 to 1, Custer could only fight bravely to the 
shattering end of his famous last stand. Arriv- 
ing, General Terry found only the stripped 
remains of Custer and 264 of his troopers. 
Sitting Bull fought on until 1881. The wars 
ended in 1890 but as late as 1915 there was a 
last, feeble fuss with the Paiutes in Colorado.

The Last Frontiersmen 


Through all the Indian Wars, the cattle never 
stopped coming north, herds of 3,000 or more, 
driven by a handful of cowboys. (In the early 
days cowboy was a derisive word; a man said 
it carefully, smiling.) But the cowboy became, 
and stayed, the most romantic figure the na- 
tion ever produced. He saddled at daybreak, 
sat a horse as if he were part of it, risked death 
to turn a herd stampeded by lightning, camped 
out amid the lonely vistas of prairie and sky. 


The cowboys inspired the West's most fa- 
mous painters: Charles Russell and Frederic 
Remington. Remington was an illustrator out 
of New York; Charlie Russell was himself a 
cowboy, who painted the life he had led—and 
swapped his paintings, in the early days, for 
food. They now bring $25,000 and more. It 
was Russell who paid the cowmen their due: 
“They left tracks in history,” he said in the let- 
ter below, “‘that the farmer can’t plow under.”

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The Lawless Men 
of a Wild Land 


In the years following the Civil War, the West earned its billing: wild 
It was an unsettled, lawless region, where fortunes could be made and 
lost overnight, As the war ended, six million longhorns roamed wild 
and unbranded through Texas, Ranchers had been blockaded from sell- 
ing them to the Confederacy and had refused to ship them north. After 
Appomattox, whatever a man could round up was his to drive to Mis- 
souri and sell, and no one could call him a rustler. 

But rustling soon became a major business wherever the herds moved 
It was easy enough to commander a few hundred head and change the 
brands after a stampede. And cattle were not the only currency on the 
rutted trails.

Last Days of a Gunman: 


The True Story 


Perhaps no western “‘bad man" has been misrepresented more 
often than William Bonney, best known as “Billy the Kid.” Ro~ 
mantic biographers have pictured him as a cowboy Robin Hood; 
other writers have accused him of 21 vicious killings before he 
himself was shot at age 21. (He definitely killed six men.) The real 
Billy was an unusually young, professional gunman who fought

Tue Las Vecas (N.M.) Gazette, Dec. 27, 1880 


LITTLE after 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon a two-mule wagon 

hauling four or five men with three men on horseback came at a 
good gait up the old Santa Fe trail. They kept on past the plaza and 
drew up at the jail. The few who were on the streets followed the little 
cavalcade, but their curiosity was only slightly satisfied, for without 
any ceremony the crowd was quickly within the jail. The announcement 
1s made that the party comprised Billy “‘the 


Kid,” captain of the gang that has been mak- 
ing its headquarters at Las Portales; Dave Ru- 
dabaugh, his desperate lieutenant who killed 


Lopez the jailer in this city the first of last 
April; Billy Wilson, the slick young fellow 
who has been passing counterfeit money, and 
Tom Pickett, the ex-policeman of Vegas who 
‘was reported to have been killed in Sumner 
‘one week ago. . 

A representative of the GAZETTE sought out 
Sheriff [Pat] Garrett but this modest man 
turned him over to Mr. M. S. Bazil, whom 
he said knew all the particulars.

beside his friends in the Lincoln County war,” a murderous feud 
between rival commercial factions in south-central New Mexico. 
He was offered some form of immunity by Governor Wallace 
(see poster below) and then doublecrossed. The accounts below 
are taken from contemporary newspapers, and were published 
last year ina limited edition by W. M. Morrison of Waco, Texas. 


Garrard, the Gazette man was told the story... . After the affair at 
Jim Greathouse’s ranch [in which a deputy sheriff was killed] “the 
Kid” and his few remaining followers thought it about time to leave 
the country. They went to the ranch of T. Z. Yerby and hung around 
there and the ranch of Mr. Bazil... . 

On the 19th, Tom O’Folliard and Tom Pickett, “the Kid” and Ruda- 
baugh, and Charlie Bowdre and Billy Wilson, riding two and two, came 
into Sumner just about dark. Garrett and his men [were waiting] and 
when the six came around the northeast corner of the hospital building, 
Garrett, who was in advance, ordered them 
to halt. O’Folliard . . . reached for his six- 
shooter but was not quick enough for Garrett 
who fired first, bringing down O’Folliard. The 
other five put spurs to their horses and rode 
away under... heavy fire... . The night was 
so foggy that they got away safely. ... 

Tom O’Folliard lived only two hours after 
being shot... . 

Wednesday night sixteen men under com- 
mand of Garrett set out for Bazil’s ten miles 
east of Sumner. They arrived there about mid- 
night and learned that “the Kid” [and his 
gang] had been there during the afternoon 
but had ridden away again. About three or 
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PRISON-BOUND, Billy is rushed in wagon through Las Vegas after his 
1880 capture. Pat Garrett (on lead horse), who caught him, had a sneaking 
fondness for Billy and said, ‘He never made a gun play he didn’t mean.” 
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four inches of snow was on the ground, and the moon being out it 
was easy to follow their trail... . At about 3 o'clock they came to 
an old deserted house at Stinking Springs four miles away where 
they found the men. . . . 

The house is built of stone with a door and window on one side. 

. . Just at daybreak Charlie Bowdre came to the door and stepped 
out. He had on a hat like what “the Kid” had been wearing, and 
he was mistaken for him. . .. Someone fired and Bowdre staggered 
and then bracing himself against the door-post stepped into the 
house. He told his companions that he was badly wounded and 
wanted to go out, and calling to the men outside the situation was 
explained. Bowdre stepped out again and started forward to give 
himself up when he reeled a little and said: “I wish—,” and... 
fell dead close by where one of the besiegers was lying concealed. 

Quiet prevailed all day, the besiegers determined to stay until they 
carried away the outlaws dead or alive. The outlaws had two horses 
in the house with them and about 4 o’clock were discovered trying 
to drag in a third. They had his head and shoulders just inside the 
door when Garrett brought it down and it fell on the door step 
blocking up the entrance to the house. ... The intention of the 
gang was to get the third horse inside and then all four were to make 
a break on horseback. ...A consultation was held and Ruda- 
baugh, Wilson and Pickett voted to surrender much to the disgust 
of “the Kid.” ... 

Finally, some of the attacking party saw a rag being twirled about 
the end of a stick stuck through the door. . . . Garrett called out to 
know what they wanted when Rudabaugh announced they wanted 
to surrender. . . . In response to the call ‘‘come out then,” Ruda- 
baugh advanced and talked with Garrett and some of the men. 

He offered to surrender provided the party would take them to 
Santa Fe, and everything being arranged . . . they all filed out and 
gave themselves up... . 


THE KID—AN INTERVIEW 


Tue Gazette, Dec. 28 


HROUGH the kindness of Sheriff Romero, a representative of 

the GAZETTE was admitted to the jail yesterday morning. . . . 
“Billy, the Kid” and Billy Wilson who were shackled together stood 
patiently up while a blacksmith took off their shackles and bracelets 
to allow them an opportunity to make a change of clothing. 
Bonney was light and chipper and was very communicative, laugh- 
ing, joking and chatting with the bystanders. 

“You appear to take it easy,” the reporter said. 

“*Yes! What’s the use of looking on the gloomy side of everything. 
The laugh’s on me this time,” he said. 

He was the attraction of the show, and as he stood there, lightly 
kicking the toes of his boots on the stone pavement to keep his feet 
‘warm, one would scarcely mistrust that he was the hero of the “Forty 
Thieves” romance which this paper has been running in serial form 
for six weeks or more. 

“There was a big crowd gazing at me wasn’t there,” he exclaimed, 
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NICKEL NOVEL claiming to be “true life” of Billy was published 
only seven weeks after his death. The story credits him with com- 
mitting his first murder at age 17 for love of a Mexican seforita, 
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and then smilingly continued ‘Well, perhaps some of them will think 
me half man now; everyone seems to think | was some kind of an ani- 
mal.” He did look human, indeed, but there was nothing very man- 
nish about him. . . . He is about five feet eight or nine inches tall, 
slightly built and lithe, weighing about 140; a frank open counte- 
nance, looking like a school boy, with the traditional silky fuzz on his 
upper lip; clear blue eyes... light hair and complexion. He is, in all, 
quite a handsome looking fellow. the only imperfection being two 
prominent front teeth slightly protruding like squirtel’s teeth. . . . 

We saw him again at the depot when the crowd presented a really 
warlike appearance. Standing by the car, out of one of the windows 
of which he was leaning, he talked freely with us of the whole affair. 

. “I don’t blame you for writing of me as you have. . .. 1 don’t 
know as any one would believe anything good of me anyway,” he 
said. “I wasn’t the leader of any gang—I was for Billy all the time... . 
1 owned the ranche [at Portales] with Charlie Bowdre. 1 took it up 
and was holding it because I knew that sometime a stage line would 
run by there and I wanted to keep it for a station. But, I found that 
there were certain men who wouldn't let me live in the country and 
so I was going to leave. We had all our grub in the house when they 
took us in, and we were going to a place about six miles away in the 
morning to cook it and then ‘light’ out. I haven't stolen any stock. 
I made my living by gambling but they wouldn’t let me settle down; 
if they had I wouldn’t be here today,” and he held up his right arm on 
which was the bracelet. “Chisum [John Chisum, warring cattle baron 
who hired Billy as a gunman] got me into all this trouble and then 
wouldn't help me out. I went up to Lincoln to stand my trial, but the 
territory took a change of yenue to Dona Ana, and I knew that I had 
no show there, and so I skinned out. . . .”” 

The conversation then drifted to the question of the final roundup 
of the party. Billy’s story is the same as that given in our Extra, issued 
at midnight on Sunday. 

“If it hadn't been for the dead horse in the doorway | wouldn't 
be here. I would have ridden out on my bay mare and taken my 
chances,” said he. “But I couldn’t ride out over that, for she would 
have jumped back, and I would have got it in the head. We could have 
staid in the house but . . . they would have starved us out. I thought 
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BILLY'S SIGNATURE is on this bill of sale for a horse, dated at 
a Texas cow town where outlaws sold stolen stock. Billy’s personal 
horse was fleet bay mare said to be “the best animal in New Mexico.” 
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it was better to come out and get a good square meal—don't you?” 

The prospects of a fight [at the station] exhilarated him, and he 
bitterly bemeaned being chained. ‘If | only had my Winchester, I'd 
lick the whole crowd” was his confident comment. As the train 
rolled out, he lifted his hat and invited us to call and see him in 
Santa Fe, calling out adios. 

A few months later Billy was convicted of murdering Sheriff 
William Brady, a member of one of the warring factions in Lin- 
coln County. There is reason to believe Billy was promised im- 
munity for this killing by Governor Wallace, who then went back 
on his promise. Billy was sentenced to hang on May 13, 1881— 
but the hanging never took place, for reasons related below. 


HE DOUBLE TRAGEDY 


Tue Las VeGas Day Optic, May 3, 1881, 


INCOLN, N.M., April 28.—The notorious Lincoln county 
*Kid” is at large again! Late on last evening and while Deputy 
Marshal Olinger was at supper, just across the road from the court 
house where Kid was confined, he heard three shots fired in rapid 
succession. Jumping up he ran across to the court house, opened the 
door to go up stairs and was met with a discharge of buckshot from 
a shot gun in the hands of Kid. Just as his hand was on the door to 
open it, Old Man Goss called to him that Kid had killed Deputy 
Marshal Bell. Before replying the door was opened, he received the 
shot and fell backward exclaiming ‘‘and me too.” 
After killing Bell and Olinger Kid compelled Mr. “Goss to saddle 
Mr. Wm. Burt’s horse for him, and rode quietly and leisurely out of 
town, no one offering to molest him in any way. The pusillamity of 
such conduct by a whole town, and that town the county seat, is al- 
most incredible. Yet such is the fact. Mr. Lilly, the keeper of the res- 
taurant opposite the court-house, got down his gun and would have 
fired on Kid but was deterred by two men who were with him. Mr. 
J. H. LaRue got his gun down and was going to fire but was pre- 
vented by his wife. The balance of the population, whether friends 
or enemies to the Kid, manifested no disposition to molest him. 
Pat Garrett ... leaves to-day to stride “Kid's” trail. He says he 
will follow him to the end. 


HOW THE KID ESCAPED 


Tue Gazette, May 10 


S time passes, and further facts concerning the Kid’s escape 
LA come in, the more wonderful and daring it appears. The hand- 
cuffs had been taken from his left hand, to allow him to eat supper. 
Watching an opportunity, he dealt J. W. Bell a blow with the irons 
on his right hand. This broke his skull and as he fell, the Kid grabbed 
his pistol and finished the work. Billy then obtained a double bar- 
relled shotgun [by unlocking a cabinet with keys Bell was carrying] 
and took a position at an open window. He saw Olinger coming across 
the street and laconically remarked, “‘hello, Bob,” and fired both bar- 
rels.... He then ordered a man to bring him a good horse. While 
the horse was forthcoming, a file was obtained and the shackles were 
removed from his feet. Someone started to tell the man not to get 
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SLAYER of Billy the Kid, Pat 
Garrett, took Lincoln County 
sheriff’s job after Billy's gang 
killed a predecessor. Garrett 
himself was mysteriously mur- 
dered near Las Cruces in 1908. 
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GOVERNOR of New Mexico, 
Lew Wallace, had secret meet- 
ing with Billy but later refused 
to pardon him, Wallace was 
writin Ben-Mur while t 
to end Lincoln County “war.”

Billy is known 
to have stolen a horse from Bell's ranche, above Ft. Sumner, on Sat- 
urday last. On Sunday he was seen by quite a number of people in 
the neighborhood of Sumner, and was talked with on that day by 
men who know him well. . . . If he remains much longer in Lincoln 
county, hovering about to pay off old scores, he is likely to be shot 
when he is not prepared to do his best shooting. 


THE KID’S MOVEM 
Tue Gazette, June 16 


Y ESTERDAY we took the opportunity to interview Barney Ma- 
son, who is in town, in reference to the whereabouts of Billy the 
Kid and what he has been doing since his tragic escape from Lincoln. 
Barney trailed him from Lincoln to Fort Sumner. He [Billy] went 
first to or about the Agua Azul where he lost the horse taken from 
Lincoln. He laid down to sleep and in saddling the horse in the morn- 
ing, the brenzo broke away from him. He went from there down about 
Newcomb’s cow camp. There he took a horse from one of his men 
and rode from there to the Consios Springs. There he slept again. 
Currington was rounding up cattle there, and some of his hands rode 
past the sleeping Billy. The latter became frightened and jumping up 
scared his horse, which again broke away. He then footed it to Buf- 
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BILLY'S PARTNER, Charlie Bowdre (shown with wife), led defend- 


ers in famous 1878 fight at Alex McSween’s house in Lincoln, where 
five men were killed. Later Bowdre was killed at Stinking Springs. 
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falo Arroyo about twelve miles where he was furnished with another 
horse. . . . Late Monday evening Mason left Sumner in a wagon 
with his family, and met the Kid about six miles from Sumner at the 
Tivan. Billy turned out and went across the river to a sheep herd and 
waited until Mason passed. On this trip to Vegas Mason understood 
that Billy had sent him word that he was holding the road. The for- 
mer sent back word that he was coming to Vegas anyway, and that 
Billy could come with him if he wanted to, but he was ready in case 
the route was disputed. . . .

‘THE KID’ KILLED 
Tue Dany Optic, Juty 18 


UNNYSIDE, New Mexico, July 15—Pat Garrett, the terror of 

all evil-doers in this lower country, planted a ball with his un- 
erring deadly aim in the heart of “Billy, the Kid” last night about 
midnight. Pat had come up to Sumner on account of so many rumors 
reaching him that the “Kid” was lurking in that place or vicinity. 
About the hour mentioned, he rode up near the town and in company 
with John W. Poe and T. M. McKinney, started on an exploring 
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DEATH TRAP for Billy was Pete Maxwell’sranch house at Fort Sum- 
ner, shown here in old photograph. Billy was shot in Maxwell's bed- 
room, which had its own front door opening onto left side of porch.

They went to the house of Pete Maxwell, where Pat 
advanced and entered, leaving his companions at the door, and, in a 
low tone of voice, asked Pete if “*Billy, the Kid,” were on his premises. 

The conversation between 
the two men had not lasted two minutes when a man in his stocking 
feet, heavily-armed and with a stealthy step pushed the open door 
noiselessly aside and entered. Maxwell took in the situation at a 
glance and whispered in scarcely audible toni hat’s him.” Pat 
knew what that meant, but had not time to prepare himself for action 
until the outlaw approached the bed on which Maxwell was reclining 
and near which sat Garrett. and seeing a third party in the room 
demanded of him “Who are you?” The second time the question was 
asked and, as he came nearer with a pointed revolver in his hand 
aimed at a man he little thought was Garrett, the latter who had taken 
advantage of the dim, uncertain light to get his weapon ready for use, 
brought it to bear upon the “Kid,” shooting him through the heart 
at the first pull of the trigger. He died in two minutes without uttering 
a word. A second shot was fired without effect. 
Billy had been staying with some Mexican friends in a cabin on 

Pete Maxwell's property. He came over to the house with a knife 

in his hand to cut some meat from a carcass hanging on Maxwell's 

porch. By failing to shoot when he suspected trouble he probably 

spared Garrett's and Maxwell's lives, but gave up his own, A 

gruesome sequel is described in the concluding news item.

ATER that first day we got lucky. Prowling along our course 
at 16 knots, we spotted what looked very much like a newly 
frozen polynya, a lake in the ice. The Fathometer's tracing showed 
that here the ice was much thinner than in the surrounding pack. 
On the television monitors and through my periscope the polynya 
showed up as a faint patch of light on the dark ice. We slowed 
Skate and began to investigate what we called Skylight Number One. 
We cruised back and forth, looking up with the television and 
periscope, examining the thin ice with our Fathometers. It was 
impossible to gauge its exact thickness, but it offered a marked 
contrast to the enveloping pack whose pressure ridges, rimming

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the polynya, extended as much as 40 feet beneath the surface. 
‘The frozen lake appeared to be several hundred yards both in 
length and width, giving Skate plenty of room to come up. I talked 
the situation over with my officers, with Dr. Waldo Lyon of the 
Navy Electronics Laboratory, who had made the first historic dash 
under the pole in Nautilus last year, and with Hydrographer Walt 
Wittman, the Navy's senior ice forecaster. They agreed that this 
might be our best opportunity, so I decided to attempt a surfacing. 

Following procedures we learned in the aretie last summer, we 
placed the ship precisely underneath the skylight and stopped her 
forward motion. Then we began to pump water out of her variable 
ballast tanks, thus slowly removing the ballast which held us 
beneath the surface, We proceeded with great care. It very likely 
would have been suicide to blow the tanks quickly and surge to the 
top as in an ordinary surfacing. The ice would have smashed us. 

Like a great balloon we floated upward in silence. The daylight 
drew closer and we began to pass between the dark curtains of the 
surrounding underwater pressure ridge. We flicked on floodlights 
which had been installed in the deck, and the curtains became 
ghostly, jagged and decidedly unpleasant-looking walls of ice, The 
television camera picked up a mass of small dark shapes milling 
around near the sail (conning tower). Suddenly a far bigger fish 
appeared and ate his way through the scattering school at tre- 
mendous speed. Crew members whooped. “This is better than 
Channel 8,” one of them cracked. We approached the top, and it 
was difficult not to become hypnotized by the action clearly taking 
place on television. The picture showed our sail, the external nerve 
center of the ship which housed our vital periscopes and antennae, 
as it approached the underside of the ice. In an almost literal 
sense, we got set for a good whack on the head. We trusted it 
would not be a crippling one. 

‘The sail hit the ice with a gentle thump and we stopped dead. 
Nothing happened. Tt was like being in an elevator that stalls be- 
tween floors. After a long moment of surprise, the reason became 
obvious: either we had risen too slowly or the ice was too thick. 


A successful breakthrough 


Te initial tension gone now, we took Skate down a few feet 
and then started up again, this time lightening our tanks at a 
greater speed. The absorbing drama on television was repeated, 
but this time when the sail hit, the screen was suddenly filled 
with great broken chunks of ice and sloshing sea water. The peri- 
scopes picked up clear daylight. We had broken through! 

With this opening into the outer world, we brought the sub up 
the rest of the way. The initial hole our sail had made was enlarged 
as we rose to extend the full length of the ship, and in a few mo- 
ments I was up on the bridge, looking around at the arctic scenery. 
It was a weird sight, the first such ever witnessed by a submarine 
commander. Huge pieces of ice cluttered the deck. The flat surface 
of our polynya was covered with snow, and the hummocked pack

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around it stretched to the horizon in all directions. But the sun, 
low in the sky, was bright and the breeze was soft, The tempera- 
ture, at 20° below zero, was far milder than we would experience 
later, All things considered, it was a lovely arctic afternoon, 

Many of the crew, dressed in their warmest parkas, came top- 
side and some clambered down and stood on the frozen polyny 

I asked Lieut, Bruce Meader, the official Navy photographer 
traveling with us, if he did not think this polynya offered fine pos- 
sibilities for getting some pictures of Skate bursting to the surface. 
He agreed, although later he confessed that a distinct feeling of 
loneliness and regret swept over him as we took Skate beneath the 
ice, leaving Meader and his three o mpanions all by themselves 
on the top. Skate will be right back, he kept telling himself. But 
what if she could not come back ? 

We surfaced again, this time in another section of the polynya. 
1 the bridge I shouted across to Meader, “Did you get it?” 
His shrug and the ensuing silence told me all I needed to know: 
the works of the movie camera had frozen solid, and Meader had 
shot nothing. We took the cameramen back on board and slowly 
descended to our cruising level under the pack. 

During the next two days we moved northward toward the pole, 
We found another relatively thinly frozen area and surfaced again. 
We were getting our techniques down pat. We would rise slowly 
and break through. Then we would emerge to the bridge, some- 
times having to pry heavy pieces of ice off the hatches, and check 
our position against the inertial guidance system. The scientists 
aboard would conduct their various tests, and the crew would 
carry out whatever maintenance had to be done on the surface. 
We kept a sharp watch for sudden ice movements, which Wilkins 
and all the arctic experts had warned us could start without warn- 
hing the ship and perhaps crushing it. 

One recurring problem was caused by the enormous difference 
between the temperature of the water and that of the air. The 
water, at a constant 29° above zero, is not very much colder than 
the winter ocean off our home base of New London, Conn, But 
the air temperature is often more than 60° lower, and when the 
ship leaves the protection of the sea and emerges into the bitter 
world, things freeze solid in an awful hurry. It was necessary dur- 
ing all surfacings to have de-icing crews at work within the ship 
keeping at operational warmth certain critical equipment which 
was near the sub’s ice-enveloped skin. If we had not done this,

No one who was there will ever forget that ceremony. For illumi- 
nation two sailors were holding railroad flares whose red light cast 
an eerie glow over the ice, over the submarine and over our hooded 
faces. The wind howled fiercely as I recited a prayer which had been 
written years ago by Sir Hubert himself. 

‘The prayer finished, Lieut. Dave Boyd, my chief engineer, took 
the urn and the two of us walked out farther on the ice. I began 
to speak the words of the prayer for the burial of the dead at sea: 
“Unto Almighty God we commend the soul of our brother departed, 
and we commit his ashes to the deep: in sure and certain hope of 
the Resurrection unto eternal life. . . .” As T spoke, Lieutenant 
Boyd scattered the ashes to the arctic wind and the rifles cracked 
three times in a last salute to a great man.

took an arctic plunge. They spent about half an hour in 29° water 
on each dive, inspecting the ship's hull for minor repairs and 
measuring the depth of pressure ridges. Wearing Aqualungs and 
“wet suits,” which are all-covering sponge rubber garments one 
quarter of an inch thick, the men were quite comfortable in the 
water, but we had to move fast getting them back into the warmth 
of the ship before they were seriously frostbitten by contact with 
the air. Possible ice movement was a real danger to them, and 
sledges, axes and erowbars were kept handy near their holes in case 
somebody got sealed under water. The last time they went in we 
noticed us swirl of water near our stern and called every- 
body back on board in preparation for a quick dive, By the time the 
swimmers got to the sub, the hole they had come from was no 
longer there. 

The threat of sudden ice movement was always present, and at 
one time near the end of our expedition we came perilously clos 


suspi 


to being caught. We had an engineering repair to make which, 
although not connected with the nuclear reactor, would have been 


difficult and dangerous to tackle while submerged. I considered the 
possibility of not attempting it, but the problem was becoming defi 
repair, our engineer estimated, would take 
15 hours. We found a small lead, which appeared on my periscope 
as only a dim emerald-green glow. We drifted up slowly, the up- 
ward beam lights giving off a fuzzy reflection like headlights in a 
fog. We watched the sail approach the ice. A quick crunch, and 
we were through. 

We found ourselves well situated in the center of a frozen lead, 
ringed by the hummocked pack. The sun, behind a heavy overcast, 
was just at the horizon, the wind was light and the temperature 
was 32° below. Our engineering crew went to work instantly. 

All was quiet for about an hour. Then suddenly we experienced 
a severe ice movement. The pressure ridges on our port side closed 
several yards over the lead. From the bridge, the aspect was truly 
terrifying. Ice that we had broken in surfacing was now crawling 
back up over the superstructure as if it were being moved by an in- 
visible and irresistible hand. The ice on the lead all around began 
to buckle. The pack was definitely on the move. The sounds were 
fearful. The ice shrieked and crashed and then groaned against the 
hull of the shudder he noise was so loud that Lieut.
